Rumanian Jews Honor Marie. 

Queen Marie, whose visit to America 
has prompted numerous resolutions of 
protest against alleged persecution of 
sews in Rumania, made a graceful 
gesture toward the Rumanian Jews to- 
day when in the midst of a crowded

an hour in a Rumanian synagogue, far 
out on the West Side of Chicago.

MOSCOW, Nov.! 14.— the 
Soviet colonization of Wrangel Island 
in-the extreme North Arctic Ocean, to 
which the United States, England and 
Japan laid claim at various times, have 
been brought t6 Leningtad by a Hava: 
airman, Kalvitz, who. accompanied the 
expedition with a.Junker's seaplane on 
a vess¢l of the Soviet commercial fleet, 
the Stavropol. Kalvitz said: 

‘‘We reached Vladivostok on June 15 
with three years’ suppli ; for the col- 
onists. Then we visited Petropaylo- 
voski,..capita} of- Kamchatka, where 
the:natives flocked to witness our prac- 
tice flights, as most of them: never had 
geen an airplane. 

‘Phen wé sailed for Chukotsk Penin- 
sula, ‘Cape Chaplin, in Béhring Straits, 
where we took aboard fifty families of 
Chukchei natives, who wished to col- 
onize Wrangel. Also si~ Russian ad- 
ministrators, three: being men, -includ- 
ing.a doctor, and three women, one 
being a nurse and another a teacher. 
We also took on a number of dog 
teams. 

“Early in August we reached the 
neighborhood of the Wrangel group, 
but for three days were blocked by 
ice. ‘With difficulty we traversed the 
ice facing Herald Island and managed 
tc enter Rogers Bay, where open wa- 
ter permitted the launching of the sea- 
plane. 

“At the outset we investigated 
Doubtful Bay for traces of the Amer- 
ican expedition of 1924. There were no 
signs of human existence, but we saw 
vast numbers of polar bears, seals and 
walrus. 

‘The upper levels are covered with 
moss and lichen, with Mount Berry ris- 
ing 2,500 feet in the centre.

traffic congestion, and says that one 
may get an inkling.of the enormous 
cost of congestion by -estimating the 


cost of operating a big truck for a— 


day, and computing the cost of sev- 
eral hours of enforced idleness when 
that truck gets caught in traffic 
tangles.. He believes that it is more 
important, however, to devise a.method | 
of rapid transportation of passengers. 

He has come to the conclusion -that 
traffic policemen. should have scien- 
tific training. He: has observed that 
traffic police as a rule permit traffic 

to flow in one direction and then an- 
other in too small sections... Traffic 
has to be moved:in larger sections and 
for longer distances, he believes. 

In discussing “the probable necessity 
of prohibiting the building of new. sky-. 
scrapers in seétions of cities that are 
already overcrowded, Mr. Edison pre- 
i dicted . ter if the construction of 
buildings. each housing the population 
of’ a ity were continued. 

When all the people in the skyscrap- 
ers start to flow out into the streets 
within half-an hour, or try to get-into 
the entrances. of the buildings at the 
beginning~ of the -day’s business, so 
great. overcrowding would result; he 
said, that: it would: stop traffic and 
—* ‘every individual involved part of 
time. 


It is. this loss of time, in’Mr. Edison's 
belief, that ‘eventually ‘will lead‘ to: a 
check on the erection of skyscrapers: 
This point will be -reached,- he indi- 
cated, when'the congestion’ becomes 80 
great that -the practice of housing 
business in immense buildings will cost 
the business men and ‘their. amply ee 
time’ instead of saving ‘it. ~ 

The inventor contends that the grade 
crossing problem must ‘be eliminated 
and that a system of ‘streets at -dif- 
ferent levels is necessary, The. problem 
of the busy corners would -be solved, 
he suggests, if streets in one ‘direction 
‘would be depressed ‘and those —— 
across them were elevated. &

| Authorities Think Gangs Had. 

3 No Part In This Killing. 
HERRIN. Til., Nov. 14 UP).—The set- 
ting up of a military court is the only 


way to cope with the gang situation in 


Southern Illinois, Mayor Marshall Mc- 
Cormack of Herrin told Governor Len 
Small of Illinois’ in a recent letter 
‘which: was made public by the Mayor 
today, | 

The letter was addressed to the Gov- 
ernor prior to last Friday, when the 
Illinois executive conferred at Spring- 
field with the Mayor and National 
Guardsmen regarding the situation. 
Governor Small would make no recom- 
mendation for military action. 

‘The gangs have reached such pro- 
portions,” the Mayor wrote, “that no 
Sheriff, regardiess of his efforts, can 
relieve the conditions. ‘The. prosecu- 
tion of these outlaws is equally impos- 
sible, -as no citizen will produce. evi- 
dence while these gangs are at large 
for fear of their own lives being taken, 
and no prosecuting attorney could live 
who attempted it. 

“I have tried from every angle ‘to 
work out some hopeful solution and 
the best minds of Southern Illinois 
have put their efforts into it, only to 
find it lost in dismal failure. There 
is no man in .Williamson County who 
paps civil authorities can ever meet 

the existing conditions. 

“Tt, knowing ‘that every civil agency | 
has failed, yet realizing the embar- 
rassment it brings to you, to me and 
our State, am frank to tell you that 
the only solution, \so “ar as I can gee. 
is the setting up of a military court, 
so that arrests may be made, that evi- 
dence may be submitted without wit- 
nesses being intimidated.”’ 

The body of Claude Craig, 35, shot 
through the heart with revolver bul- 
lets and through the right side with 
buckshot, was found early today just 
north of the Herrin city limits near a 
road-house operated by a man known 
only as “Big Swede.”’ 

Authorities believe that the slaying 
has no connection with recent gang 
warfare here, as Craig was not known 
to be affiliated with any faction. 

No witnesses have been found who 
ean throw any light on the identity of 
Craig’s assailants, although persons 
living in the vicinity report hearing 
shots. The shooting apparently oc- 
curred outside the road-house. 


Up to the People, Says Small. 
KANKAKEBD, Ill., Nov. 14 (4).—The 
people of Southern Illinois ‘‘cannot ex- 
pect protection unless they are pre- 
pared to help givé protection,’’ Gov-' 
ernor Len Small said tonight when in- 
formed of the letter of Mayor Mar- 


shall McCormack of Herrin dealing 
with the suggestion of a military court 
as a means of meeting the gang situ- 
ation. 

‘‘ We have spent several hundreds 
of thousands of dollars of the people's 
money in that section during the past 
few years trying to maintain the law,” 
the Governor added. “The murders 
that have happened there would have 
happened regardless of whether the 

State militia was present or not.”’ 
‘Governor Small said it was not the 
duty of the National Guard to main- 
tain law and order unless the civil) 
agencies had collapsed, and he did not 
believe this had happened. 

“This is a government of and by 
the people, and if they want to enforce 
the laws, it is up to them,” he added.

Philadelphian Leaps From Delaware

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 14 (®).— 
James Tricker today jumped to his 
death from the Delaware River Bridge, 
falling 170 feet into the water.

As George Draper and with an 7Amer- 
ican passport he returned to England 
in 1919. He was ordered deported and 
he- left the country without attempting 
to establish his English nationality. 

Four years later, as a, result of per- 
suasion by members of’ his family, he 
returned and, as an Englishman, re- 
sumed the name of Fenn. He was ar- 
rested, but has now been released af- 
ter the court hearing.

in developing a social and political 
homogeneity throughout so wide a ter- 
ritorial and climatic expanse. Some 


. students believe that without the op- 


portune invention ‘of railways the 
American nation, as it is today, could 
not have been created. It has been 
confidently predicted that railways will 
do for China what they did for the 
‘United States. 

Therefore it is a cause of wonder- 
ment to find. intelligent. people who 
- doubt the value of railways to China 
at this time; some, indeed, who think 
such railways es this country has now 
are a drawback to it, and that instead 
of planning to build additional lines it 
would be — to scrap the present 
" ones. 

Recently the head in China of a for- 
eign firm which does a very large busi- 
ness in this country, and which hes 
been especially successful in carrying 
on so far through this nation’s political 
confusion, remarked to me: 

“I used to worry about deterioration 
of railways here and to hope a. way 
would be found to restore them quick- 
ly. Now I begin to think it would be 
better: to destfoy them altogether. 
Anyhow, it seems foolish to extend 
them while conditions remain as they 
are. They are used elmost exclusively 
for making war. They provide~ in 
themselves a considerable incentive to 
start these petty wars among Chinese 
militarists and the-means to extend 
them over a wide scope.” 

The occasion of that comment was 


the news to the effect that a French | 


syndicate has obtained a contract to 
build a new railway line in North 
China, to serve as a link between lines 
already built. That any such a con- 
tract would be signed now with what 
is called the Government in Peking, 
with the sanction, probably, of the 
French Minister, in itself gives ground 
for surprise and criticism, and shows 
that the old-time notions still imbue 
some foreign policies in China.

Under recogni- 
tion, Russian citizens in America would 
have all rights accorded by any civ- 
ilized nation to its residents. On the 
other hand, the status of American cit- 
ivens in Russia would be that of the 
citizen serfs under the present ruthless 
régime. In other words, they would 
bave no rights whatever.

The Citizens Union joined yesterday 
in ‘the Central Park Association’s cam-, 
paign to induce the city to fill in the 
reservoir in Central Park and thus 
add thirty-five acres to the park. As 
a preliminary step the union, in a let- 
ter. to the Sinking Fund Commission, 
urges transfer of the reservoir from 
the jurisdiction of the Department of 
Water Supply, Gas and Electricity to 
that of the Park Department. 

“The union also sent a letter to Wil- 
liam B. Roulstone, President of the 
Central Park Association; which has 


-been trying to bring about the transfer 


of the reservoir, suggesting that Olm- 
sted Brothers, successors to the origi- 
nal planners of Central Park, be called 
upon to make.a study of the treatment 
of the reservoir area and to recom- 
mend a plan which would harmonize | 
with the plan of the park as a whole. 


‘Letter to City Commission. 


The letter to the Sinking Fund Com- 
mission follows: — 
Nov. 13, 1926. 
Board of Commissioners of the Sink- 
ing Fund, 
Municipal Building, 
New York City. 

Gentlemen : 

The Board of Estimate and. Appor- 
tionment is taking steps to acquire 
the comparatively small amount of 
acreage .remaining within the city 
suitable for public park development. 
The Citizens Union is in hearty sym- 
pathy with this undertaking and 
hopes for its early accomplishment. 
At the same time your board has a 
rare opportunity to make a notable 
addition to the area of Central Park.’ 
This may be done under Section 205 
of the Greater New York Charter, 
without the expenditure of city 
funds. 3 

We refer to the territory constitut- 
ing the south reservoir. This ts now 
under the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of Water Supply, Gas: and 
Electricity. We are informed, how- 
ever, that it is no longer needed for 
water supply purposes and that it 
has; in fact, been disconnected for 
some time. 

The abandonment. of the reservoir 
makes possible its conversion into 
‘some thirty-five ‘acres of new park 
property. This addition would be in 

: the very heart of the existing park, 
and the public benefits to be derived 
therefrom are obvious. The: property 
has a tangible value estimated at 
more than $100,000,000. Translated 
into terms of scenic beauty and rec- 
reation, its possibilities reach far. be- 
yond even such an estimate. 

The recredtional needs of the pub- 
lic in Manhattan greatly exceed the 
city’s resources in that borough. 
This addition to Central Park would 
undoubtedly be of immediate benefit 
to a far greater number of persons 
than any other proposed park de- 
velopment within the city. 

We respectfully urge .that your 
board proceed without delay to ef- 
fect a. transfer of the south reservoir J 
in Central Park from the jurisdic- 
tion of the Department of Water 
Supply, Gas and Electricity to that 
of the Department of Parks.

The play jury met. with opposition in 
the courts last June after it had re- 
turned a verdict directing the closing 
of “The Bunk of 1926.” The producers 
obtained.a temporary injunction re- 
straining the police and the District 
Attorney. from enforcing the /verdict, 
The revue remained open during hear-. 
ings on a motion to make the injunc- 


tion permanent, but before the, court’s 
decision was handed down the pro- 
ducers closed the revue of their own 
accord. Another verdict of the jury, 
made about-the same time, directing |. 
the deletion of a scene from <another 
revue, was obeyed by the —— 
without opposition. 


Say Faults Are Remedied. 
Sponsors of the jury said recently 
that certain deficiencies in its struc- 
ture which laid its verdicts open to 
court opposition last year had - been 
remedied, and if this is so on the deci- 
sion to be handed down today will de- 


pend whether ‘The Captive’’ may con-| 


tinue,. whether certain parts must be 
deleted or whether it must be takén 
off the boards entirely. The votes of 
nine of the twelve jury members are 
sufficient to condemn it. 

Mr. Banton said yesterday that the 
reason the jury was meeting at his 
office was that the New York Drama 
League, one of the --:ganizations_be- 
hind the play jury, has no -meeting | 
place available at the moment. 
jury plan provides that: 


“Unless at least nine jurors are in 
égreement, there shall be no verdict 


objectionable. The verdict is final and 
shall take effect immediately after it 
has been delivered. The dramatists, 
the producing -managers and _ the 
actors include in their mutual and re- 
spective contracts and agreements a 
provision that the verdicts of the jury 
shall in all cases be complied with. * 

The, jury is selected from a panel of 
500: persons who have offered their 
services. None knows his fellow 
jury members’ until they meet for a 
decision.. They are notified-singly and 
attend the play in question singly, so 
that they have no opportunity to con- 
sult until they meet for final decision. 

No member of the Charles: Frohman 
organization which is producing the 
play was reached last night.

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LIONS TURN BACK 
BULLDOGS BY 49-0 


Brooklyn Pro. Football Team 
Seriously Threatened Only» 
Once, When Lead Is Safe. | 





The Brooklyn Lions of the National 
Football League, playing their last 
game before uniting with the Horse- 
men, defeated the Canton Bulldogs at 
Ebbets Field yesterday afternoon by 
the score of 19 to 0 before a crowd of 
10,000. The Lions outplayed their op- 
ponents and their goal line was threat- 
ened only once when they ‘were well 
in the lead. 

No scoring occurred in the first pe- 
riod, but in the second the Lions start- 
ed off at a rapid. pace, which they 
sustained throughout the rest of the 
encounter. After Bagby, Lions’ right 
halfback, had missed a forward pass 
on.the Canton 25-yard line, with a 
clear field ahead of nim, Snell tossed 
another to him, on which he made 17 
yards. Bagby then carried the ball 
through the. line for 8 yards, and on 
the next play Matt Brennan crashed 
over for the touchdown. Brennan 
missed the kick after touchdown. 

The second touchdown came late in 
the same period.

The Lions made their last score in 
the third quarter, after stopping Can- 
ton’s best scoring chance..

Much as the sponsors of the recent 
international cable. match between 
London and Chicago are to ‘be com- 
mendéd for their efforts in promoting 
an: event that: has aroused so much’ 
interest and good feeling in \interna- 
tional chess circles, it is nevertheless 


to be*regretted that the competition 
was‘not made a two-day instead of a 
oné-day affair. Its good purposes 
would have been served just as well, 
and the result would “have been far 
more satisfactory.

A. master adjudicates 
‘the position as it stands at adjourn-, 
ment, compares ‘its relative material 
and positional merits,.and then bases 
his conclusion. on an analysis that 
takes only moves of sound master play 
Tpto consideration. But, as every one

Between buying 
trips is a good time for sampling of 
novelties, as well as many staple arti- 
cles. Much business can be done if 
properly handled at this end. We 
maintain a special sample office for 
this purpose and .place considerable 
business. This also acts in such a 
way as to keep buyers in constant 
touch with their markets abroad.”’ 


WOMEN IN NEW POSITIONS. 


In Stores They Have Already In- 
vaded the Credit Offices. 

Not the least interesting thing about 
the invasion by women of commercial 
fields that in former years ere large-. 
‘y pre-empted by men is the growing 
employment of them by department 
stores in executive and semi-executive 
positions. For many years women 
have been employed as buyers, assis- 
tant buyers, and, in rare instances, as 
merchandise managers, as well as in 
other positions requiring particular 








+ training or skill, but these jobs, In a 


very large measure, have to do with 
the merchandising end of the - busi- 
ness. 

Within recent years, however, and 
it is steadily growing; there has been 
an invasion by women in.the executive 


end of the service field of the stores 
as well. The employment of women, 
both on full and part time, as floor- 
walkers or whatever other name a par- 
titular store may give them has. be- 
comé. fairly common, and more~ and 
more emphasis is being placed on their 
services by some stores. 

For a long time women have also 
held positions of importance in the 
credit office, but in only a few in- 
stances have they actually been made 
credit managers. Even here, however, 
possibilities for women seem to be 
broadening, and an increase in their 
employment as heads of credit depart- 
ments is not too much to expect dur- 
ing the next few years. 

There are numerous arguments for 
and against women in these positions. 
In some stores one of the most pow- 
erful arguments in their favor is that 
they will do the work more cheaply 
than -men and, generally speaking, 
just as efficiently. The argume.ut is 
also raised that prospective women 
charge customers are more willing to 
discuss intimate financial matters with 


|one of their own sex than with a man, 
and that-the element. of presumption} 


on séx, which is present sometimes 
when women customers attempt to 
open charge accounts to which they 
are not really entitled, is lacking when 
the person having the final say is also 
a woman. Further, it is argued that 
a woman credit manager, because she 
is a woman, is better able to get from 
‘the applicant, without giving offense, 
derogatory information which the lat- 
ter is endeavoring to conceal in the 
hope of obtaining an unwarranted ac- 
count. 

The charges that women instinctively 
are cautious in their dealings with 
other womien whom they do not know, 
and that the element of ‘“‘cattishness”’ 
sometimes creeps into transactions be- 
tween women credit grantors and ap- 
vlicants for accounts, are not taken 
seriously by their defenders in this 
position. Neither is the charge that. 
women being naturally bad-losers for 
the most part and too cautious as a 
result,- are inclined as credit grantors 
to refuse an account when conditions 
really warrant a chance being taken 
on the applicant, thus holding down 
sales. 


NEED GOOD SALES FORCE. 


This Is True Even With Goods That 
Are Specially Priced. 

The’ announcement by one of the 
leading department stores of this city, 
in a recent advertisement, that it 
manned its street floor aisle tables, 
probably the busiest spots in the whole 
establishment, with especially trained 


sales people gives an affirmative an- 
swer to a question that has been at- 


tracting attention in retail dry Goode 
circles for a long time. 








“In many stores,” the announcement 


says, ‘it is a common practice to place 


inexperienced sales people in charge of 
such tables on the theory that specially 
priced merchandise ‘sells itself’—de- 
parts from traditional store-keeping by 
manning its aisle tables with picked 
salespeople. It believes that specially 


intelligently, as courteously and as 
quickly as its regular merchandise.”’ 


sales people at aisle tables is the cus- 
tom in many stores, but it is one at 
which well-posted: authorities on mer- 
chandising have been at odds for 
years. The theory of those favoring 
it, apparently, not only is, that the 
goods on aisle tables sell themselves 

ase put 
on them, but that it is bad business 
to waste the time and energy of well- 
trained sales people in disposing of 
them. The fallacy of this is only too 
visible to careful observers of store 
methods, who have time and again 
seen near riots centering around aiéle 
tables in charge of girls too ‘‘green”’ 
to keep their wits about them under 
the rapid-fire demands of customers 
for their services. : 

Such scenes not only tend to slow 
up buying and reduce sales, but they 
can hardly fail to give thé. store a 

“black eye’’ with shoppers from the 
service: point of view. It is not rea- 
sonable to believe that customers, €s- 
pecially women, will. think well of any 
‘store that is responsible, through poor 
ma service, for their ‘being pushed 

mauled by other shoppers in their 
forts to get waited on. On the con- 

, | trary, it is logical to believe that, be- 
cause specially . _priced me ine 
sélis quickly, its sale should be in
